Bad weather made 1972 a difficult year for many Ontario farmers and some of the existing 
plans required changing as a result. The Commission met with all organizations repre- 
senting insurable crops, marketing boards, the Federation of Agriculture, The Farmers’ 
Union and the Executive of the Ontario Soil & Crop Improvement Association, to discuss 
plans, views and problems and to obtain suggestions. It was evident that most dissatis- 
faction stemmed from inadequacies in the low coverage/low premium options purchased 
by many growers. To overcome these problems in future years The Commission decided to 
eliminate lower coverage levels in most plans and to introduce price options in the high 
coverage range. Applications received to date for 1973 insurance indicate favorable 
acceptance from growers. 


The Claim Analysis Table for 1972 provides a good indication of how severely some 
crops were affected. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


To provide Ontario producers with the best possible crop insurance program at lowest 
cost, the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial support: 
e Administrative Expenses are shared equally by the Governments of Canada and 
Ontario. 
© Premium Cost: Canada and Ontario each pay 25 percent of the basic premium cost; 


farmers have only 50 percent of the actual premium to pay after all expense has been 


removed. 


PROGRESS 


More farmers participate in the program each year, creating a demand for new plans 
of insurance on crops not already covered. Existing insureds are now annually renewing 
contracts at a rate of about 90 percent compared with a renewal rate of about 50 percent 


a few years ago. 


SUMMARY OF UNDERWRITING EXPERIENCE 


Fourteen separate crop insurance plans have been developed and offered to the 
producer since 1966 and a further four are scheduled for introduction in 1973. The annual 
market value of the crops involved is estimated to exceed $800 million.

446,514 acres were protected by insurance on 8,246 contracts and the total insurance 
liability exceeded $25 million. These totals represent a 66 percent increase in contract 
participation over 1971, almost doubling protection offered. 


Unfavorable weather brought indemnity claims from all areas; although some of the 
3,200 reported claims were resolved because weather improved before harvest, The 
Commission still made payment to 27 percent of contract holders. The overall 1972 loss 
ratio to premium receipts from all sources was 168.6 percent. 


Losses for the six-year period, 1966-67 through 1972-73 are now close to $5 million 
compared with total premiums of about $4 million. At this rate The Commission has paid 
out $1.21 for each $1.00 received in premiums from all sources. 


SALES AND PROMOTION 


Considerable use was made of most forms of advertising to acquaint producers with 
the availability of crop insurance, plans presently in force and how they worked. 


In addition to head office, five area offices with 175 agents deal directly with the 
grower; special representatives are employed to deal with specialized crops. There are 
training programs for new agents and to update existing agents on new plans, changes 
and information. Presentation kits, sales aids and advertising brochures are provided. 


An annual adjusters seminar is held to acquaint the adjuster force with new plans, 
changes and exchange of information. 


Throughout the fall and winter months, area managers and head office staff attended 
rural meetings and exhibits and were frequently called upon to address farm and other 
groups concerned with agricultural production.

Crop conditions could be considered fairly normal in 1973, however, the late wet 
spring delayed seeding to such an extent in parts of Eastern Ontario that the spring grain 
yields were drastically affected. Thousands of acres remained wet for such a prolonged 
period that they could not be seeded at all. The cold wet spring severely affected the 
blossom set on apples and reduced the crop to about 60% of normal. The late summer 
drought and heat wave affected to some extent the expected yield on crops such as white 
beans and grapes but had its most dramatic affect on sweet corn. The combination of heat 
and drought brought the sweet corn on so fast that it was impossible to harvest the acreage 
on time with the available equipment. Thousands of acres were by-passed as a result. 


The commission members met regularly with marketing boards and their farm groups 
in the fall and winter months of 1973, developing new crop insurance plans and revising 
existing ones. Plans were developed for pears, sweet cherries and sour cherries. The 
existing plans were also amended to reflect the higher cost of production, as well as to 
include a “‘preplant stage” which will compensate insureds who are unable to seed acreage 
because of wet weather. 


The table for 1973 Sales vs Claims experience provides a good indication of how 
some crops were affected by the weather. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


To provide Ontario producers with the best crop insurance program at lowest cost, 
the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial support. 


ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS — These are paid in their entirety by the Government of 
Ontario. 


PREMIUM COSTS — The Federal government pays 50% of the actual premiums, Ontario 
farmers therefore have only 50% to pay. 


PROGRESS 


Participation in the program has increased rapidly over the past few years. In 1973 
there were over 13,200 contracts in force compared to about 8,000 in the previous year. 
Approximately 90% of existing insureds also renew their contracts each year. Insurance 
protection offered by these contracts in 1973 exceeded $60. million. 


UNDERWRITING EXPERIENCE 


The objective of the commission from the underwriting standpoint is to mave each 
plan self sustaining in the long term. The period of time for most plans is too short to 
determine if the premium rates are exactly right or not. However, the table ‘‘Growth of 
the Crop Insurance Program” indicates that the overall program is near the above stated 
objective.

The 1974 crop year was the worst on record since the inception of crop insurance in 
1966/67. Spring was late due to excessive rains in most areas of the province; Summer 
was dry and cool. Then a killing frost towards the end of September put an abrupt end 
to the growing season. Coupled with the above perils, hail played havoc on many fruit 
and tobacco crops in southwestern Ontario. These adverse weather conditions affected 
most insurable crops, but none worse than the corn crops. The final claim payment in 
grain corn was well over $6,000,000 on 4,544 contracts. On sweet corn, payments ex- 
ceeded $552,000 on 621 contracts. The only crops that fared well were the early season 
ones, such as winter wheat, and some of the specialty crops. 


Commission members met regularly with marketing boards and various farm groups 
during the fall and winter months of 1974: new crop plans were developed for introduc- 
tion in 1975 and revisions were made to existing plans. Plans were developed for burley 
tobacco, seed corn, green and wax beans and lima beans. The existing plans have been 
amended to reflect the higher cost of producing crops, through changes to the price op- 
tions available to the grower and increased benefits. 


The table “sales and claims experience’ for the year ending March 31, 1975 gives a 
detailed breakdown on a crop-by-crop basis of claims paid. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


To provide Ontario producers with the best crop insurance program at lowest cost, 
the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial support. 


ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS — These are paid in their entirety by the Government of 
Ontario. 


PREMIUM COSTS — The Federal government pays 50% of the actual premiums, Ontario 
farmers therefore have only 50% to pay. 


PROGRESS 


Growers interest in the various plans of crop insurance continues and in 1974 a 
further increase of about 40% to the number of contracts resulted. There are now 18,555 
contracts in force compared to about 13,200 last year. 


Insurance protection offered by these contracts increased by 103% with the total 
liability for 1974 exceeding $122. million.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


In 1983-84, 47 separate plans were offered to Ontario farmers. Drought, excess 
moisture and hail reduced yields on many crops. Adverse weather in Southwestern 
Ontario resulted in claims above premium income for processing tomatoes, 
soybeans, processing peas, sweet corn, green and wax beans and burley tobacco 
plans. Hail in the flue-cured tobacco growing area resulted in above-average 
claims. Favourable fall harvest conditions aided in the production of late harvested 
crops. 


Financially, 1983-84 was a favourable year for the Commission and its deficit was 
reduced by $7 million to $40.68 million. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


To provide Ontario producers with the best crop insurance program at the lowest 
cost, the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial 
support: 


The Government of Canada provides financial assistance to the 
Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Program by contributing 50% of the 
total premium required each year. The Federal Government's contribu- 
tion to this program totalled $20,736,242 for 1983-84. 


The Government of Ontario contributes all of the administration costs 
which totalled $3,503,680 for 1983-84.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission uses the accrual basis of accounting except for admin- 
istrative expenses which is on the cash basis although an additional thirty 
days is allowed to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal year 
just ended. 


— 


Provision for payment of unsettled indemnities 


At the end of a fiscal year, the Commission estimates outstanding indem- 
nities. In the subsequent year, any difference between the estimated and 
the actual indemnities is reflected in the statement of deficit and notin the 
statement of revenue and expenditure as the Commission feels the differ- 
ence should not be reflected in the current year’s operating results. 


(c) Premiums collected in advance 


Premiums collected in advance represent premiums received for the 
insurance of various crops where the deadline for applying for insurance 
coverage occurs after March 31, 1984. This insurance may be cancelled 
by the insured prior to the deadline date and premiums refunded.

Unearned premiums 


Unearned premiums represent premiums received for the winter wheat 
and fruit crops. The deadline for applying for insurance coverage occu rred 
prior to March 31, 1984 and accordingly, the insurance coverage was In 
force at March 31, 1984 and the premiums cannot be refunded. 


(e) Fixed assets 


The costs of automobile, equipment and furniture purchases are expensed 
in the year of acquisition.

2. ADMINISTRATION 


(a) Administrative expenses 


Administrative expenses are paid out of moneys appropriated therefor by 
the Legislature of the Province of Ontario. The Commission has absorbed 
certain administrative expenses of the Farm Income Stabilization Com- 
mission of Ontario. 


(b) Accommodation 
Office space is provided by the Ministry of Agriculture and Food without 
Charge. 


3. ADVANCES FROM THE TREASURER OF ONTARIO 


The Commission borrows funds from the Treasurer of Ontario to finance the 
deficit. Part of the advance has a fixed interest rate of 11.725 per cent to 
October 31, 1984 (1984 - $23,224,887; 1983 - $35,457,311). The remainder has 
a fixed interest rate of 11.25 per cent to January 31, 1988 (1984 - $13,471,529: 
1983 - 12,074,897). There is no set repayment schedule. 


4. PREMIUM ADJUSTMENT 
The Government of Canada and the Province contributed $15,000,000 each to 
the Crop Insurance Commission on behalf of producers for premiums cover- 
ing a number of specific crops including flue-cured tobacco which incurred 
major crop losses during the 1982 crop year.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


Two new crop plans, asparagus and canola were added in 1984-85. The number of 
contracts, acres insured and premium income all reached record levels. The 
number of contracts exceeded 32,000 for the first time in the Commission's history. 
This occurred even though the flue-cured tobacco crop declined 24% from the 
previous year. 


With the exception of contracts for peppers, apples, peaches, plums, seed onions, 
red beets and cauliflower, claims were less than premium income. Financially, the 
year was one of the most favourable on the Commission’s record. The deficit was 
reduced by $24.6 million to $15.9 million.

To provide Ontario producers with the best crop insurance program at the lowest 
cost, the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial 
support.

Favourable weather during the growing season and at harvest resulted In an underwrit- 
ing surplus of $21.8 million. Localized areas of the province experienced a reduction in 
yield due to drought while excessive heat caused severe losses on processing crops 
and on the grape crop. The Commission offered insurance coverage on 50 crops in 
1987 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


To provide Ontario producers with the best Crop Insurance program at the lowest cost, 
the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial support. 


The Government of Canada provides financial assistance to the Canada- 
Ontario Crop Insurance Program by contributing 50% of the total premium 
required each year. The Federal Government's contribution to this program 
totalled $18,384,285 for 1987/88 


The Government of Ontario pays the administration costs which totalled 
$4,338,377 for 1987/88

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
March 31, 1988 


1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission’s financial statements are prepared using the accrual basis of 
accounting except for administrative expenses which are recorded on the cash 
basis, modified to allow an additional thirty days to pay for goods and services 
pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


b) Provisions for payment of unsettled indemnities 


At the end of a fiscal year, the Commission estimates outstanding indemnities. 
In the subsequent year, any difference between the estimated and the actual in- 

_ demnities is reflected in the statement of surplus and not in the statement of 
revenue and expenditure as the Commission feels the difference should not be 
reflected in the current year’s operating results. 


c) Premiums collected in advance 
Premiums collected in advance represent premiums received for the insurance 
of various crops where the deadline for applying for insurance coverage OCCuUIS ° 
after March 31, 1988. This insurance may be cancelled by the insured prior to the 
deadline date and premiums refunded. 


d) Unearned premiums 


Unearned premiums represent premiums received for winter wheat and fruit 
crops. The harvesting of these crops and the payment of indemnities occurs sub- 
sequent to March 31, 1988. However, the deadline date for applying for 
insurance coverage occurs prior to year end, and accordingly, the insurance 
cannot be cancelled and no premiums will be refunded. 


2. ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 


Salaries, benefits and other administrative expenses of the Commission are 
absorbed by the Ministry of Agriculture and Food and are included in the 
statement of revenue and expenditure. 


3. REMUNERATION OF APPOINTEES 


Total remuneration of the members of the Commission was $32,982 during the 
1988 fiscal year. 


4. SUBSEQUENT EVENT 


Due to adverse growing conditions during the 1988 crop year, the Commission 
expects to incur heavy losses with respect to certain insured crops including corn, 
soybeans, spring grains, green peas and strawberries. However, itis not practicable 
to reasonably estimate the extent of such loss at this point in time.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


There were substantial crop losses in 1988 all over Ontario due to the severe 
drought experienced in the months of May, June, and July. The Crop Insurance 
Commission of Ontario paid over $55.7 million in indemnities under the Canada- 
Ontario Crop Insurance Program. With a total premium of $38.2 million, the 
Commission incurred an underwriting loss of $17.5 million. The Commission 
offered insurance coverage for the first time on Honey and Red Spring Wheat 
for 1988 bringing the total number of insurable crops to 52. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


To provide Ontario producers with the best Crop Insurance program at the lowest 
cost, the Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial support. 


The Government of Canada provides financial assistance to the 
Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Program by contributing 50% of the 
total premium required each year. The Federal Government's con- 
tribution to this program totalled $19,087,231 for 1988-1989. 


The Government of Ontario pays the administration costs which 
totalled $4,635,857 for 1988-1989.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
March 31, 1989 


1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


a) Basis of accounting 
The Commission's financial statements are prepared using the accrual basis of 
accounting except for administrative expenses which are recorded on the cash 
basis, modified to allow an additional thirty days to pay for goods and services 
pertaining to the fiscal year just ended.

Provisions for payment of unsettled indemnities 

At the end of a fiscal year, the Commission estimates outstanding indemnities. 
In the subsequent year, any difference between the estimated and the actual in- 
demnities is reflected in the statement of surplus and not in the statement of 
revenue and expenditure as the Commission feels the difference should not be 
reflected in the current year's operating results. 


c) Premiums collected in advance 
Premiums collected in advance represent premiums received for the insurance 
of various crops where the deadline for applying for insurance coverage occurs 
after March 31, 1989. This insurance may be cancelled by the insured prior to the 
deadline date and premiums refunded.

Unearned premium 

Unearned premiums represent premiums received for winter wheat and fruit 
crops. The harvesting of these crops and the payment of indemnities occurs sub- 
sequent to March 31, 1989. However, the deadline date for applying for 
insurance coverage occurs prior to year end, and accordingly, the insurance 
cannot be cancelled and no premiums will be refunded. 


2. ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 
Salaries, benefits and other administrative expenses of the Commission are 
absorbed by the Ministry of Agriculture and Food and are included in the 
statement of revenue and expenditure. 


3. REMUNERATION OF APPOINTEES 
Total remuneration of the members of the Commission was $28,157 during the 
1989 fiscal year. 


4. SUBSEQUENT EVENT 
Due to very heavy rainfall in the southern part of Essex County during the 1989 
crop year, the Commission expects to incur losses with respect to certain insured 
crops such as processing tomatoes and soybeans. However, it is not practical 
to reasonably estimate the extent of such loss at this point in time.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


1989 was a landmark year for the Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Program as over 
52.000 contracts of insurance were sold. Overall participation increased by 48% over 
the previous year, with the most significant increases being in the forage, corn and 
soybean plans. The abnormal wet spring weather in Essex County and Haldimana- 
Norfolk Region resulted in an unusual number of reseeding claims and unseeded acre- 
age claims being paid. With the dry summer in the rest of the province, the Crop 
Insurance Commission of Ontario paid $36.8 million in indemnities under this program. 
As the total premium was $53.0 million, the Commission obtained an underwriting gain 
of $16.2 million. 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


The Governments of Canada and Ontario provide the following financial support to the 
Crop Insurance Program: 


The Government of Canada contributes 50% of the total premium required 
in the Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Program. For 1989-1990, the 
Federal Government’s share of this program was reduced by $10.0 million 
to offset Ontario’s contribution to the Canadian Crop Drought Assistance 
Program. The Federal Government contributed $16.5 million to the Crop 
Insurance Program in 1989-1990. 


The Government of Ontario pays the administrative costs for the program, 
which for 1989-1990 totalled $6,857,829. 


Starting with the 1990 crop year, the Governments of Canada and Ontario will each be 
contributing 25% of the total premiums and 50% of the administration costs.

1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission's financial statements are prepared by management using the 
accrual basis of accounting except for administrative expenses which are 
recorded on the cash basis, modified to allow an additional thirty days to pay for 
goods and services pertaining to the fiscal year just ended.

Provisions for payment of unsettled indemnities 


At the end of a fiscal year, the Commission estimates outstanding indemnities. 
In the subsequent year, any difference between the estimated and the actual 
indemnities is reflected in the statement of surplus and not in the statement of 
revenue and expenditure as the Commission feels the difference should not be 
reflected in the current year's operating results. 





c) Premiums collected in advance 


Premiums collected in advance represent premiums received for the insurance : 
of various crops where the deadline for applying for insurance coverage occurs | 
after March 31, 1990. This insurance may be cancelled by the insured prior to 
the deadline date and premiums refunded. |

Unearned premiums | 
| 


Unearned premiums represent premiums received for winter wheat and fruit 
crops. The harvesting of these crops and the payment of indemnities occurs 
subsequent to March 31, 1990. However, the deadline date for applying for 
insurance coverage occurs prior to year end, and accordingly, the insurance 
cannot be cancelled and no premiums will be refunded. 


2. CANADA - ONTARIO PREMIUM SUBSIDIES 


On March 30, 1990, the Province signed an agreement with the Federal 
Government requiring the Province to share in the costs of the Canadian Crop 
Drought Assistance Program. The Province must contribute to the Program, 
over a two year period, a sum equal to 25 per cent of the payments to Ontario 
farmers. 


This agreement allows Canada to deduct, from its premium subsidies payable 
to the Commission, the Province’s portion of the above costs. Accordingly, in 
the current year, Canada withheld $10 million from its premium subsidies, 
which was then paid by the Province. 
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3. ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 


Salaries, benefits and other administrative expenses of the Commission are 
absorbed by the Ministry of Agriculture and Food and are included in the 
statement of revenue and expenditure. 


4. REMUNERATION OF APPOINTEES 


Total remuneration of the members of the Commission was $36,739 during 
the 1990 fiscal year.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


Favourable weather conditions prevailed in Ontario for most of 1990 
growing season as 37 of the 52 crops insured showed a positive 
underwriting balance. The most severe weather occurred in late 
August in Middlesex and Elgin Counties as a tornado accompanied by 
hail and excessive rainfall, inflicted severe damage to growing 
crops in these areas. In general, fall weather allowed Ontario 
growers to harvest their crops under good conditions. 


The Crop Insurance Commission paid $22.3 million in indemnities 
compared to total Premium Income of $52.4 million. 


FEDERAL - PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


Under the proposed 1990-1991 Canada-Ontario Insurance agreement, 
the Governments of Canada and Ontario will provide the following 
financial support to the Crop Insurance program: 


i. 50% of the total premium required in the Canada-Ontario 
Insurance Program to be shared equally by the Government of 
Canada and Ontario. 


2. Administrative costs incurred by Crop Insurance Commission to 
be shared equally by the Governments of Canada and Ontario. 


To The Crop Insurance Commission of Ontario 
and to the Minister of Agriculture and Food.

An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. 


In my opinion, these financial statements present fairly, in all material respects, the financial 
position of the Commission as at March 31, 1991 and the results of its operations for the year then ended 
in accordance with the accounting policies described in note 1 to the financial statements.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1991 


1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) Basis of accounting 


The Commission’s financial statements have been prepared by management using the accrual basis of 
accounting except for administrative expenses which are recorded on the cash basis, modified to alow an 
additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


(b) Provisions for payment of unsettled indemnities 


At the end of a fiscal year, the Commission estimates outstanding indemnities. In the subsequent year, any 
difference between the estimated and the actual indemnities is reflected in the statement of surplus and not in 
the statement of revenue and expenditure as the Commission feels the difference should not be reflected in U 
current year’s operating results. 


(c) Premiums collected in advance 


Premiums collected in advance represent premiums received for the insurance of various crops where the 
deadline for applying for insurance coverage occurs after March 31, 1991. This insurance may be cancelled 
by the insured prior to the deadline date and premiums refunded. 


(d) Unearned premiums 


Uneamed premiums represent premiums received for winter wheat and fruit crops. The harvesting of these 

crops and the payment of indemnities occurs subsequent to March 31, 1991. However, the deadline date foi 
applying for insurance coverage occurs prior to year end, and accordingly, the insurance cannot be cancelled 
and no premiums will be refunded. 


. CANADA-ONTARIO CROP INSURANCE AGREEMENT 


The Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Agreement was terminated on April 1, 1990. Under a proposed agreement 
which has not yet been finalized, the Province and the Federal Government would share equally the costs of 
premium subsidies and administrative expenses, retroactive to April 1, 1990. 


. ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 


Salaries, benefits and other administrative expenses of the Commission are absorbed by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food and are included in the statement of revenue and expenditure. Administrative expenses includes 
$469,036 in set up costs for the new Gross Revenue Insurance Plan, of which 50 per cent has been reimbursed to 
the Province by the Federal Government. 


- REMUNERATION OF APPOINTEES 


Total remuneration of the members of the Commission was $59,555 during the 1991 fiscal year (1990 - $36,739).
